Three Poly high school boys and 
one student of Long Beach junior col- 
lege face suspension by the board of 
education for membership in Kappa 
Alpha Pi, national fraternity. Their 
cases were discussed by the board of 
education yesterday afternoon and 
they will be ordered to appear be- 
fore the board for a hearing Thurs- 
day afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

Information discussed at the meet- 
ing indicates that the four have ad- 
mitted past membership in the fra- 
ternity, but deny that they are mem- 
bers at the present time. The board 
members express the-opinion that the 
state laws, which prohibit high school 
or junior college students from be- 
longing to. fraternities have been vio- 
lated by the four young men, but 
they are unwilling to discipline them 
without giving them an opportunity 
to present their sides of the ques- 
tion personally before the board.

In, 1921, when the Santa Ana jun- 
ior college was but five years old, 
two of the prominent students, Mal- 
colm Finley and Della Franzen, took 
it upon themselves to organize the 
students and a student organization 
was formed. These two drew up the 
constitution, which is still in effect. 

The first student president was Ro- 
bert Gerwing, now a radio dealer in

The next year the plan of new stu- 
dent officers each semester was in- 
agurated. The 1922° president was 
Robert Green, and vice-president was 
Tessie Childers.

Each voter 
will indicate his first choice, second 
choice, and third choice. After all 
the first choices have been tabulated, 
the two lowest will be considered out 
of the race, and their ballots will be 
counted for the remaining candidates, 
as to the second choice. In other 
words, the first choices will be con- 
sidered first. If the second choice is 
for the other defeated office-seeker, 
the third choice will be considered as 
first choice. In this way it eliminates 
the necessity of a revote. 

For the office of vice-president two 
candidates are in the race. Oran Asa 
and Tom Clark were nominated for 
the position. Both are on the pre- 
sent board. Helen Hendricks and 
Mary Mateer are the secretarial can- 
didates, and Bruce Harbottle and 
Bruce Harding are seeking the duties 
of treasurer. 

The voting will be next Tuesday, 
in the Associated Student office.
